Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

1. It is the opinion of the examiner that the art of record (considered as a whole) neither 
anticipates nor renders obvious "a stripping assembly comprising a resilient O-ring for biasing 
the tips of the fingers radially inwardly from the housing into a central bore of the bodymaker 
and a piston within the housing which, in use, when the punch is carrying a can through the bore 
on .the forward stroke, lifts each finger tip clear of the can carried on the punch, against the action 
of the resilient O-ring, and when the punch is on the return stroke, is disabled so as to allow the 
resilient O-ring to cause the finger tips to close and strip the can from the punch" in combination 
with the rest of the claimed limitations set forth in independent claim 1. 
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2. Based on Applicant's arguments and the examiner's review of Office Action (August 17, 
2006), the claimed subject matter is deemed to be allowable. Further clarification/explanation 
can be reviewed in applicant's arguments filed October 26, 2006 on page 7. Claims 1, 4-8, 10 
and 1 1 are allowed.
